The 
lists show a total of 1212 purebred animals entered in 
the regular classes, with 104 calf club entries. The follow- 
ing summary shows the number of head entered in each 
of the five dairy breeds, with the number of exhibitors:

These are Sir 
Model Alcartra Fayne, a son of King Model, that was 
a runner up for All American honors in two-year-old form 
last year, and Belle Farm King Sylvia, the son of “White 
Susie” and Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac. 

The two-year-old bulls will also bring out an usually 
strong array with Forsgate Mabel Ormsby Pete, last 
year’s All American yearling; Count Veeman Segis Piebe, 
grand champion at Michigan; Sir Homestead Pontiac 
Beets, a first prize winner at Minnesota; and King Pieter- 
tje Ormsby Piebe Jewel, who was a consistent champion 
at the earlier shows of the season. 

' Among the yearling bulls, interest will center in Sir 
Romeo Mildred Colantha, last year’s National junior 
champion and the All American selection for the bull 
calf class; Triune Ormsby Piebe 4th, who has been good 
enough to win several grand championships during the 
season, and King Piebe of York 13th, junior champion at 
Maryland. 

Among the long line of bull calves, Triune Ormsby 
Piebe 27th has been junior champion: at six important 
state and district fairs. This, however, will be a very 
hot class with a number of other outstanding junior cham- 
pion winners in competition. 

The Female Classes 

The aged cow class holds in prospect the greatest 

fight ever staged at a National Show in this class. Last 


year’s grand champion, Aaggie Sylvia, will be back to de- 
fend her honors. Among the prominent contenders will 
be Westview De Kol Walker, who staged a sensational 
but losing battle in the four-year-old class with Aaggie 
Sylvia last year. 


The feud will be renewed and unless

Aaggie Sylvia has developed exactly as she should and 
will be showing in full bloom, there is more than a pos- 
sibility that last year’s decision will be reversed. Westview 
De Kol Walker has won handily at Maryland and New 
York State Fair and also the Eastern States Expo. 
sition, and will be shown only one week away from calving. 
Probably the leading prize winner in the aged cow class 
will be the Canadian cow, Ourvilla Petunia Mercedes, grand 
champion at Toronto and Ottawa and undefeated through 
the whole circuit of Prairie Province exhibitions. Bayne. 
wood Daisy, grand champion at Michigan, is another 
cow that will attract attention in any ring. Others that 
will add to the excitement are Tillamook Daisy Butter 
King De Kol, grand champion at Kentucky and first in 
class at Wisconsin, famous as the All American selection 
for the aged cow class last year; Lady Norfolk Abbekerk, 
reserve champion at Toronto; Requisite Artis Lunde Pledge, 
grand champion at Indiana; Loira Pontiac Beets, last 
year’s champion at Trenton Tri-State, are other noteworthy 
entries. The “dark horse’’ candidates will bear a great 
deal of watching and we know of at least three that 
should be well up in the money at least. These are 
Susie Abbekerk Colantha “White Susie,” who, although 
in her fourteenth year, will be in full bloom at Dairy 
Show time; Maple Side Annetta Walker, probably the best 
individual sold in the National Sale last year, and Lady 
Roberts Colantha, who, with her two records above 1400 
lbs. butter, should be a dangerous contender in the Ad- 
vanced Registry classes, also. 

The two-year-old class will bring out the famous Doro- 
thy Ormsby Piebe, undoubtedly the greatest prize winning 
animal of our breed during recent years at least. As 
a junior calf she went undefeated through the whole sea- 
son until she arrived at the National where she won third, 
but as a junior yearing she was National junior champion

as a foundation cow of the breed, especially through 
the work of her son, Paul De Kol, although several 
of her other offspring have demonstrated exceptional 
transmitting power. She performed a great service to 
the breed, also, by demonstrating in 1890 the superiority 
of the Holstein-Friesian cow as a butter producer. 
Pauline Paul was born January 19, 1882, being bred 
by Charles Crapser, Cresco, lowa. Her dam was Johanna 
Paul 677 H. H. B., imported in 1879 by Paul Rothbarth, 
of Chicago. There does not appear to be any connection 
between this cow and Johanna 344 H. H. B., the founda- 
tion cow of the family bearing her name, who was im- 
ported by Gerrit Miller two years previously. Her sire, 
Climax 204 H. H. B., was by Second Consul, whose sire 
and dam were imported by William A. Russell in 1874 
and his dam, Zuider Zee 9th 65 H. H. B., whose sire and 
dam were both in the 1861 importation of Winthrop W. 
Chenery. Pauline Paul was purchased as a heifer by 
John B. Dutcher & Son, Pawling, New York, and the first 
offspring, of which we have record, is the heifer Zozo 
10260 H. H. B., born March 21, 1865 in the Dutcher herd 
While Zozo is listed in the herd book as having been 
bred by the Dutchers, her sire, Endymion 817 H. H. B., 
appears-to have been owned by a neighbor of Mr. Crapser 
in Iowa and it is probable, therefore, that Pauline Paul 
was carrying Zozo at the time of her purchase by Dutcher 
& Son. She had unofficial records of 25 lbs., 10% oz.

A statement published at the time showed that the 
butter was worked thoroughly, salted one ounce to the 
pound, and prepared for market before weighing. During 
the whole period of the test, invitations through the press 
and otherwise were extended to the public to witness the 
record Pauline Paul was making and so great was the 
interest aroused by such a record that many took ad- 
vantage of this opportunity. This butter production for 
the year not only set a new mark for the Holstein breed 
but exceeded anything that had ever been accomplished 
by a dairy cow of any breed. This honor was held by 
Pauline Paul for nearly seventeen years, or until Colantha 
4th’s Johanna completed her semi-official record of 1247.82 
lbs. butter in December 1907. 


Previous to the completion of this record, Pauline Paul 
was not regarded as an outstanding member of the Dutcher 
herd. In fact, the Maplecroft catalog of 1890 refers to 
her only as having produced 70 lbs. milk in a day and we 
are told that all of her bull calves prior to the birth of 
Paul De Kol were sold for veal. As she was eight years 


‘old at this time, it will be seen that her influence upon 


the breed was very greatly affected by this failure to 
appreciate her ability earlier in life. 

Following the completion of her record in February 
1891, she freshened again the following September, drop- 
ping Pauline Paul 2d 31477, by De Kol 2d’s Netherland, 


who was the best transmitting daughter of Pauline Paul. 


She never made a production record, but was well known 
in her day as a show cow of unusual merit, winning first

her unofficial, though very carefully verified butter 
record of 1153 Ibs., 15% oz. butter in a year. This record 
far surpassed any previous production for any breed and 
was one of the important early factors in establishing the 
Holstein-Friesian cow in the public minds as a leader for 
butter production. Pauline Paul was bred in Iowa, pyt 
was developed in the famous herd of J. B. Dutcher & 
Son, Pawling, Duchess County, New York. She wag a 
stable mate of De Kol 2d in her earlier days and Pietertje 
2d in the latter days of that great champion milk producer 


In addition to her outstanding butter record, which 
stood unchallenged in any breed until the comparatively 
modern semi-official yearly record of Colantha 4th’s Jo. 
hanna in 1907, the blood of Pauline Paul has been ip. 
pressed widely upon the breed and occupies a large place 
in the pages of breed history through the work of her old- 
est son, Paul De Kol. We say her oldest son but that 
statement should be corrected to read “her oldest son to 
be registered’”’ as the bull calves which she Gropped be. 
fore making her sensational record were sold for veal and 
thus cannot be considered. Paul De Kol, who was sired 
by De Kol 2d’s Prince, oldest son of De Kol 2d, and who 
traces through his sire to Neptune, a son of Aaggie, and 
the famous Billy Boelyn, was recognized as the leading sire 
of the breed during the early days of the Advanced Regis- 
try. The large place held by Paul De Kol as a trans. 
mitting sire is shown by the fact that 68 of the 75 1000-Ib, 
fat producers of the breed trace to him a total of 272 times, 
and he appears so frequently and so close in the pedi- 
grees of these outstanding performers of the breed that 
his influence down to the present day is unquestioned. 


The story of Pauline Paul and her descendants is the 
subject of one of our feature articles in this number. This 
sketch is reproduced from the book on Holstein-Friesian 
Foundations, which the Editors of the Holstein-Friesian 
World have written and which, it is expected, will be 
ready for distribution during the coming week. 

This book is designed for the breeder who wishes to 
have a reference text book on the important foundation 
animals of the Holstein-Friesian breed. It will be in- 
valuable to the beginner who is desirous of facts in de- 
termining the blood lines he will work with in laying the 
foundation for his herd; it will be of equal service to the 
constructive breeder in his efforts at herd building. It 
is, in short, a veritable mine of information regarding the 
blood lines of families that have been chiefly responsible 
for the progress of the Holstein-Friesian breed in America. 
Sketches similar to that of Pauline Paul in this issue and 
Pietertje 2d in last week’s issue on thirty-eight of the 
important foundation animals and families appear in this 
book. All are profusely illustrated, not only with pictures 
of the foundations but of many of the important later day 
representatives of those families. There are, altogether, 
about three hundred illustrations in the book. We also 
present for permanent study and reference five-generation 
World pedigrees of the first seventy-five 1000-lb. fat pro- 
ducers of United States and Canada, comprising all an- 
nounced up to September 1, 1923. 

In the preparation of this work, original sources have 
been freely consulted and the information given is authen- 
tic and dependable. Nothing like it’ on this scale has ever 
before been attempted. In the preparation of these 
sketches, it has been our aim to present the salient facts 
regarding each of these families ‘clearly and concisely 
as possible, humanizing and avoiding so far as possible 
the dryness of bare statistics. Our prospective may be 
dimmed through close association with the work, but we 
feel that ‘Holstein-Friesian Foundations fills a real need 
in the published literature of the Holstein-Friesian breed.

Sale prices of purebred dairy cattle 
were relatively higher in 1922 than 
any other kind of purebred animals, 
according to a recent survey made by 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. Although prices were not 
high compared with the peak reached 
in 1920, the averages indicate that 
purebred dairy cattle were in good 
demand. 

Reports were received on a total 
of 7,597 dairy animals representing

Connecticut won all the groups ex- 
cept Dairy Herd of four cows in milk 
which went to Maryland, and capped 
the climax with First State Herd, 
Massachusetts and New Jersey fol- 
lowing with second and third. 


The opening class of ten Aged bulls 
brought out as good a lot of bulls as 
we have seen this year, considering 
the class as a whole. First prize and 
later Senior and Grand Championship 


went to Far Oaks Sir Homestead 
Darkness, the new herd sire at the 
Connecticut Reformatory. This bull

She 
will be remembered as the grand 
champion of the 1921 show and the 
second prize winner last year. She 
is a splendid big strong cow and 
with a little better quality udder 
would be a very hard cow to beat. 
In third and seventh places stood two 


daughters of last year’s grand cham- 
pion, Miss Gladice Butter Boy, bred 
and owned by Mt. Hermon School. 
The one in third place by the way is 
a 30,000-lb. cow. 

The four-year-old class brought out 
the reserve grand champion, Agawam 
Colantha Segis, owned by Gardiner 
Hall Jr. Co., a big strong heifer and 
very smooth and typey. Some judges 
who favor the more refined type 
might have faulted her over the 
withers but because of her strength 
and smoothness back of the shoulder, 
this was not noticeable. She was 
nearly six months younger than the 
second prize heifer, Forsgate Model 
Clothilde, bred and owned by Fors- 
gate Farms, Janesburg, N. J., who 
showed perhaps a little more develop- 
ment. Forsgate had another heifer 
in fourth place. 

Dennis scored. his second blue in 
the three-year-old class with Bell 
Model Echo Sylvia. Maartje Johanna 
Sadie Vale, a heifer of great capacity 
shown -by Gardiner Hall Jr. Com- 
pany, won first in the milking two- 
year-old class over a very stylish 
entry from Bridgeport City Farm. 
In the dry two-year-old class the Mt. 
Hermon entry in spite of a badly 
swollen udder won over the Forsgate 
Farm heifer. 

Connecticut scored heavily in the 
senior yearling class winning first, 
second, third, fifth and sixth. In first 
place was the heifer bred by Judge 
Peasley and sired by his herd sire, 
Nutmeg Colantha Johanna Lad, but 
now owned by the Connecticut Re- 
formatory. Her sisters stood first 
and second in the junior yearling 
class both bred and owned by Judge 
Peasley. 

The first three places in the heifer 
calf class called for a very close 
decision on the part of the judge, who 
finally placed first on Mr. Knowles’ 
daughter of North Star Genera! 
Champion, with the Peasley and 
Dennis entries following in the order 
named. The Knowles heifer was 
made junior champion. Peasley had 
two other daughters of his herd sire:

Gardiner Hall’s reserve champion, 
Agawam Colantha Segis, won first in 
the class for heifers with over 400 
Ibs. butterfat in a year. Forsgate 
Model Clothilde, who stood second in 
the open class, was also second in 


this class, with entry from Baker 
Farms, Rockingham, N. H. in third 
place. 


The Groups 


The class for graded or exhibitor’s 
herd was won by Gardiner Hall Jr. 
Company on a close decision over 
the Dennis entry, the second Dennis 
entry taking fifth. Mt. Hermon 
School had third and sixth in this 
class, with Forsgate Farms fourth. 

Judge Peasley was successful in 
getting blue on his young herd con- 
sisting of the sixth prize bull calf 
and the first and second prize junior 
yearling heifers. The Knowles group 
headed by his junior champion bull 
took second over Gardiner Hall Jr. 

Dennis had the best of the five 
dairy herds consisting of four cows in 
‘milk. Gardiner Hall was a fairly 
close second with Mt. Hermon School 
third. 

Peasley scored a clean cut victory 
in the get of sire class, showing two 
first prize and two second prize heif.- 
ers, daughters of Nutmeg Colantha 
Johanna Lad. Peasley’s other get of 
this same sire stood seventh in a 
class of nine entries. Gardiner Hall 
Jr. had second on the get of Alla- 


muchy Colantha Ormsby, and the 
Knowles entries stood third and 
fourth. 

Peasley scored again for produce 
of cow, showing two heifers that 


were both prize winners in the open 
class. Mt. Hermon entries took 
second and fifth in this class, Gardi- 


ner Hall Jr. third and sixth, and 
Forsgate Farms fourth. 
The State Herds 
Three good state herds, Connecti- 


cut, Massachusetts, and New Jersey 
lined up for the closing event of the 
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show, placing in the order named. 
On the strength of ribbons alone, the 
Connecticut herd had quite a bit the 
best line up with six blue ribbon 
winners in the open classes, includ- 
ing senior and grand champion bull 
and reserve grand champion cow. In 
addition to their six blues, there were 
two second prize winners and one- 
third prize in the Connecticut string. 
Due to an oversight on the part of 
someone, the state herd called for a 
junior heifer calf, in spite of the fact 
that there was no such classification 
in the open classes. This meant that 
the junior calf from each of the state 
herds had to be picked from among 
the youngest members of the calf 
class which meant in every case a 
calf that was nearly if not quite out- 
side the money in the open class. 

The Massachusetts herd in second 
place contained both junior cham- 
pions, was headed by the second prize 
aged bull and also included the sec- 
ond prize aged cow, first prize dry 
two-year-old and other important win- 
ners. The New Jersey herd had no 
blues but a number of seconds and 
other lesser -prizes. 

Beth of Amherst 3d was awarded 
the silver medal offered by the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Agriculture 
to the best Holstein cow in milk bred 
and owned in Massachusetts.

Dorothy Ormsby Piebe Given First Reverse in Two Years 








State Fair September 20 was one 

of the most interesting of the 
whole state fair show season. Here 
for the first time this year, the two 
undefeated grand champions, Madam 
Artis Wayne Denver and Dorothy 
Ormsby Piebe, both two-year-olds, 
met in a battle for supremacy. Doro- 
thy had won first in the two-year-old 
class, senior and grand championship 
at Minnesota, Iowa, and Missouri 
state fairs, the two North Dakota 
fairs, and the Mississippi Valley Ex- 
position at Davenport. The Madam 
had taken similar honors at the Cen- 
tral States Exposition and Wisconsin 
State Fair. The decision called for 
the closest study on the part of Judge 
Haeger, who finally gave the blue to 
the Wisconsin heifer on account of 
her greater size and strength and 
capacity of udder along with superla- 
tive quality and breed character. 
Two greater two-year-olds have prob- 
ably never before come together in 
one show ring. 

While the principal contest was a 
three cornered affair between the 
herds of Hargrove & Arnold, Carna- 
tion Stock Farms, and the Jefferson 
County Farm, these herds by no 
means monopolized the winnings, 
Jos. E. Piek taking grand champion- 
ship honors with his two-year-ald bull, 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, L. V. Gar- 
vens winning first in aged bull class 
with Parthenea Sir Beets, and Mon- 
clova Farm first in class for four-year- 
old cows. Hargrove & Arnold 
accounted for six blue ribbons with 
the junior champion male; Jefferson 
County four blues with senior and 
grand champion female; and Carna-

tion four blues, one junior champion- 
ship. 

The aged bull class was good to 
the very bottom. Bulls that were 
out of the money here would be good 
enough to win at a good many fairs. 
The winner of the class was a large 
bull, showing a lot of real Holstein 
quality. Bulls farther down the line 
were good in some respects, but not 
so well balanced as the winner. 

The two-year-old bull class brought 
out the senior and grand champion 
of the show. This bull, Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst, previously mentioned, 
was stated by Judge Haeger to be the 
best two-year-old he had seen at any 
show this year. The yearling bull 
class was very uniform with the bulls, 
even down to fifth place, good enough 
to win the class at many of the state 
fair shows of the year. Haeger also 
stated that the prize winning senior 
calf, a son of King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe, was the best calf he had placed 
this year and he was good enought to 
win junior championship. 

The aged cows, headed by Tillamook 
Daisy Butter King De Kol of the Car- 
nation string, were a good class, but 
nothing to compare with the two-year- 
olds, previously mentioned. The win- 
ners in the three-year-old and four- 
year-old classes were both shown dry 
and displayed a great deal of quality. 
Miss Piebe Fobes, winner in the three- 
year-old class, a daughter of K. P. O. 
P., was characterized by Judge Haeger 
as one of the best females in the 
show. The two-year-old class has 
been described in detail and probably 
more interest centered around this 
ring than has been shown any where 
else this year.

and undefeated through the entire season. This year in 
two-year-old form she started out with six blue ribbons 
and a senior and grand championship at the leading Middle 
Western fairs but caught a tartar at Illinois State Fair 
when she met Madam Artis Wayne Denver, the Wisconsin 
heroine who was grand champion at that state fair and 
who unfortunately will not be exhibited at the National. 
Another great two-year-old is Corwin Colantha Florence 
Ormsby. She has been a grand champion at several of the 
early shows and who is always a.dangerous contender. 

“he yearling classes will feature Piebe Artis Burke, 
who was undefeated junior champion at her first six shows 
of the year, including Minnesota and Iowa State Fairs, and 
Queen Pontiac Matador, who defeated her at Illinois State 
Fair under Bob Haeger. Other outstanding heifers are 
Lilly De Kol Echo Belle, junior champion at New York 
State Fair, and Pietertje Jewel Butter Boy, the junior 
yearling that was junior champion at Ohio. These classes 
are always large and it will not be surprising if something 
will develop capable of defeating any of the four heifers 
mentioned. 

Among the calves, the most consistent winner seems to 
have been Carnation Matador Adelina Segis, a daughter of 
Matador Segis Walker. She was junior champion at Wis- 
consin under Ward Stevens, Illinois under Bob Haeger, 
Indiana under Prof. Fitch, and Kentucky under Hugh 
Van Pelt. She will find a worthy competitor in Soo Belle, 
junior champion at Toronto and Ottawa, and Harriet 
Champion North Star, who was made junior champion by 
Moscrip at the Eastern States Exposition. 

With fourteen exhibitors entering ten head or more, 
it is evident that the competition in the various herd and 
group classes will be considerably stronger than has been 
the case during recent years. The seven state herds will 
establish a new high mark for this feature of the show, 
with no predictions possible as to where the championship 
banner will go. 

In preparing this brief summary of the entries, we 
realize we are treading on dangerous ground. While mem- 
bers of our staff have covered a large portion of the most 
important shows of the year, there are many of the animals 
entered that have not been in competition during the pres- 
ent season and many others will be showing in different 
form than they displayed at the earlier exhibitions. 
Further, where competition is close as it is bound to be 
at this year’s National, it would be the height of folly 
to attempt to make any predictions as to how the awards 
would finally go. The best we can do has been to give 
the season’s record of some of the leading contenders. 
We therefore ask the indulgence of those good breeders 
whose animals have not been specifically mentioned in 
this sketch. 

As the list of exhibitors published last week was not 
entirely complete, we are here presenting the complete 
list as furnished by the Dairy Show management:

Kol 2d’s Netherland. Her next calf appears to have been 
the bull, Pauline Paul’s De Kol 21490, born September 24, 
1894. He was sired by Count Paul De Kol, a son of De 
Kol 2d’s Queen and Paul De Kol, who was being carried 
by De Kol 2d’s Queen at the time of her purchase by 
Mr. Wilber. Pauline Paul’s De Kol appears in the pedi- 
grees of a number of the 1000-lb. fat producers, but does 
not compare with Paul De Kol in the work he has done. 
He has ten A. R. O. daughters, twelve proven sons and 
fifteen producing daughters, his two best daughters hav- 
ing records of 27.06 Ibs. and 25.17 lbs. butter in 7 days 
respectively. He has one 36-lb. granddaughter. Another 
daughter, Pauline Paul 4th, also sired by Count Paul De 
Kol, was born in the Wilber: herd November 4, 1985 and 
this appears to have been the last calf dropped by Pauline 
Paul. With the purchase of the D. F. Wilber herd by 
James S. Graham, Pauline Paul went to Crumhorn Stock 
Farm, at Patterson, New Jersey, where her last days were 
spent. 

Zozo, the oldest daughter, seems to have transmitted 
principally through her son, Pauline Paul’s Grandson, who 
appears in pedigrees of a number of the 1000-lb. fat pro- 
ducers. Pauline Paul 2d has two sons that have played a 
part in Holstein-Friesian development, these being Pauline 
Paul 2d’s Count 22909 and Pauline Paul 2d’s Colanthus 
20579. Of these the latter, by a bull of Sir Henry of Maple- 
wood and Colantha breeding, is chiefly famous as the 
grandsire of Polly Posch, the first cow of the breed to make 
two 7-day records on official test above 700 Ibs. milk in 
7 days, but who is best known as the dam of the famous 
Ormsby Korndyke Lad. Polly Posch, by the way, has 
four crosses to Pauline Paul, twice through Pauline Paul 
2d and twice through Paul De Kol. Pauline Paul 2d’s 
Colanthus appears a number of other times rather re- 
motely in the pedigrees of several 1000-lb. fat producers. 

Pauline Paul 2d’s Count was by Count Paul De Kol, 
the son of Paul De Kol and De Kol 2d’s Queen. He thus 
had a very intense doubling up of the blood of De Kol 
2d and Pauline Paul through both dam and sire. This 
bull was in service in the Roe herd, of New Jersey, and 
mated with the famous daughters of De Kol 2d’s Paul De 
Kol in that herd, produced such noteworthy sires as 
Lilith Pauline De Kol’s Count, Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline 
Count, A. & G. Paul De Kol Butter Boy, and others. His 
daughters were never as prominent as the sons, only five 
of the twenty tested making above the 20-lb. mark in 
7 days. 

We now come to Paul De Kol, the outstanding son of 
Pauline Paul. This bull, as has been previously men- 
tioned, was sired by De Kol 2d’s Prince, the oldest son 
of De Kol 2d, who, on his sire’s side, carries the blood of 
Billy Boelyn and Aaggie. 

After limited use in the Dutcher herd and before the 
sale of the other members of this family from the Stevens 
& Sons herd, Paul De Kol was sold to head the herd of 
T. G. Yeomans & Sons, Walworth, New York. In the 
Yeomans herd, he received a splendid opportunity, being 
mated with such notable foundation cows as Aaggie 3d, 
Mutual Friend 2d, Mutual Friend 3d, Princess of Wayne, 
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Sadie Vale Concordia, etc. As Yeomans & Sons y 

among the first to take up official testing, the douse’ 
of Paul De Kol quickly assumed an outstanding pasition 
and he was soon recognized as the leading A. R. g sind 
of the breed, an honor that he held for some years, ie 
has thirty-eight A. R. O. daughters, including De Kol od’s 
Pauline, whose record of 24.15 lbs. was a world’s recoré 
for four-year-olds when made, and seven others with Mes 
ords of 20 to over 24 Ibs. in 7 days. Practically the enti, 
list made their records prior to 1903. One of his day h. 
ters, America 2d’s Pauline De Kol, won first for both milk 
and butter in the dairy test at the Pan American Ex 

sition, Buffalo, N. Y., in 1901. eo 


On account of the popularity of Paul De Kol, his sons 
were placed at the head of many of the prominent herds 
of the early days, and thus we find among his sranddaugh- 
ters the first 28-lb. cow of the breed, the first 29-Ip. heifer 
the first 34-lb. cow, the first cow to make a semi-officiaj 
yearly record above 29,000 lbs. milk, and others. prop. 
ably his son, De Kol 2d’s Paul De Ko: was the first sire 
to exceed his popularity, but as his work has been de- 
scribed in some detail in the sketch of the De Kol family 
we will not repeat here other than to say that he was 
probably the best son of Paul De Kol. Two other sons 
Paul De Kol Jr. and Paul De Kol 3d, both out of Sadie 
Vale Concordia, the first 30-lb. A. R. O. cow, have made 
excellent records, their sons including Sir Veeman Hep. 
gerveld; one of the best of the later day sires, Homesteaq 
Jr. De Kol, one of the foundation sires of the modern 
Homestead family, and Aaggie 3d’s Wayne’s Paul De Kol 
one of the two sires of the breed with three daughters in 
the 1000-lb. fat list. Paul Mutual De Kol, another son of 
Paul De Kol, has played an important part in the develop- 
ment of the Johanna family. All but six of the 1000-Ib. 
fat producers in United States and Canada trace at least 
once to Paul De Kol, these sixty-eight tracing a tota} of 
263 times to this sire. Of these Mamsell Johanna, pres- 
ent world’s champion junior four-year-old for milk pro- 
duction leads with eighteen crosses of his blood, followed 
by Princess Aaggie Polkadot De Koi former world’s cham- 
pion senior four-year-old for milk and butter, and Wis. 
consin Pride 2d, world’s champion senior three-year-old 
for milk production and American champion for butter 
production, with eleven crosses each. When it is stated 
that the 1000-lb. fat producers of United States and Canada 
trace to Pauline Paul 298 times, of which 263 times come 
through her son, Paul De Kol, and the other thirty-five 


through Pauline Paul 2d, Paumine Paui’s De _ Kol, 
Pauline Paul 3d, it will be seen how large a 
place Paul De Kol plays in the work of the 


Pauline Paul family. Paul De Kol’s declining days were 
spent in Ohio, he having been purchased from Yeomans & 
Sons by W. B. Smith & Son, Columbus, Ohio. His Ohio 
bred descendants have taken a prominent part in the de- 
velopment of the breed in that state. 

In conclusion, then, it is stated that sixty-nine of the 
seventy-five 1000-lb. fat producers trace a total of 309 
times to Pauline Paul. The best results in this family 
seem to have come mingling her blood with that of De 
Kol 2d and the history of the outstanding achievements 
of these two strains, therefore, has much in common.

Bell Farm Field Day 





Bell Farm Field Day—the fourth an- 
nual—was unusually successful on 
Monday at the farm, backed as it was 
by perfect autumn weather. Fully 
two thousand people took advantage 
of the invitation extended by Mr. Bell 
to visit the farm, take part in a very 
interesting judging contest, prize for 
which was a bull calf, and to hear 
a wonderful talk by Frank O. Lowden, 
president of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America upon agricul- 
‘tural topics. 

Fruit, also coffee was served with 
the compliments of Bell Farm and the 
farm dispersed a few typy young 
bull. calves and heifers to a typical 
farm audience at farm prices. Col. 
Mead did the selling and Manager 
Misner elucidated the pedigrees. 

Governor Lowden, guest of the 
afternoon, arrived at the farm about 
two o’clock and was escorted to a 
tent where nearly 2,000 people were 
seated. He was introduced by John 
A. Bell, Jr., proprietor of Bell Farm, 
who took the opportunity to urge 
strongly that farmers and dairymen 
from Pennsylvania attend the forth- 
coming National Dairy Show at Syra- 
cuse. 

The speaker of the afternoon gave 
an unusually interesting address, re- 
viewing farm conditions and quoting 
Statistican Babson as authority for 
the figures he gave. Governor Low- 
den said that while industrial prices 
were 87 per cent above the level of 
the depression averages, agriculture 
prices were only 47 per cent and he 
pointed out that permanent prosper- 
ity to this country could not be guar- 
anteed until the proper balance be- 
tween the buying power of the farmer 
and his sales was restored. Accord- 
ing to Governor Lowden, Babson be- 
lieves that the balance will be quite 
nearly restored within the space of 
a year. Governor Lowden finds busi- 
ness more generally in a frame of 
mind to look at the agricultural needs 
of the country and to set about there- 
fore to restore the proper relationship 
between agriculture and other indus- 
tries. 

He said also that farmers’ could 
help themselves greatly by dairy 
farming and through cooperative mar- 
keting. His views on this subject are 
well known, having been set forth in 
previous issues of the World. 

In conclusion the Governor said that 
business would profit when it has 


reached the point where it is willing 
to go with the farmer, look the prob- 


lems of agriculture squarely in the 
face and aid the farmer tn solving 
them. 

Previous to his appearance at the 
farm Governor Lowden was given a 
luncheon by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Pittsburg at which he pre- 
sented a stirring address upon the 
subject of the country’s taxation prob- 
lems. Among other things he said: 

“There is no doubt but that exces- 
sive income taxes, excessive inheri- 
tance taxes, and excess profits taxes 
tend to extravagance in public ex- 
penditures. They furnish the selfish 
demagogue his most effective weapon. 
He advocates legislation in favor of 
one class and tells the people that the 
cost will be borne by the rich alone. 

“If he were right in his assumption, 
that because the tax is paid by a small 
minority in the first instance, the 
body of the people escape its conse- 
quences, the end of the republic 
would indeed be near. For no body 
of men anywhere have the virtue to 
be safely trusted with the power of 
imposing taxes upon others for their 
own benefit. 

“If the demagogues were right and 
if the body of the people did escape 
these taxes, our’ boasted liberties 
would be at an end. But happily for 
us there is a great economic law, su- 
perior to all man-made laws. under 
which taxes generally, by whomso- 
ever paid in the first instance, are dif- 
fused throughout society as a whole. 
Fortunately this is a law which the 
legislative bodies cannot repeal. It 
follows that any unjust or excessive 
tax, while it may injure or ruin the 
individual upon whom it first falls. 
injures society equally in the end. 
Taxes generally enter into the cost of 
production. Therefore, the consumer 
in the end pays the tax. 

“It has been thought there was an 
exception to this rule when taxes 
have amounted to confiscation. 
Though this may be questioned, grant 
that it is true and you are even in 
a worse case. For you, then, have 
destroyed one source of future rev- 
enue to the government. The tax rate 
then upon the remaining sources 
would be correspondingly increased 
and to that degree the cost of pro 
duction would again be further aug- 
mented. 

“The supreme need of the time is 
in a better understanding on the part 
of the electorate of this great truth. 
If there is one subject pertaining to 
government upon which the electo-

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rate is less informed than upon an 
other, it is the laws and principles 
relating to taxation. The reason is 
obvious. It is only of recent Years 
that the taxes in America have been 
heavy enough to be of real concern 
to the people.” 

Following Governor Lowden’s ad- 
dress at the farm there was a parade 
and exhibition of the famous White 
Susie family, after which the visitors 
were given an opportunity to g0 
through the barns and see at their 
leisure the famous animals that make 
up Bell Farm’s herd. Many of the 
guests watched the operation in the 
dairy where certified milk from pure 
bred Holsteins is bottled to be sold jn 
the Pittsburg market at fancy prices 
Bell Farm is one of the few big jp. 
stitutions of the country that is tak. 
ing care of its overhead expense 
through the marketing of Holstein 
milk. It is an outstanding example 
of success along this line, which 
coupled together with remarkable 
achievement along breeding lines has 
made it one of the most noted herds 
in America.

EDINBORO LAKE HOLSTEIN HERD TO BE DISPERSED 


Change in Ownership of Edinboro Lake Farm to be Followed by Dissolution 
Sale of Cattle on October 17 


The recent sale of Edinboro Lake Farm makes necéssary the dispersal 
of one of Pennsylvania’s leading herds of purebred Black and White cattle, 4 
herd comprising upwards of one hundred head of all ages with young cows 
and heifers of milking age predominating. The sale is to be held on the farm 
on Wednesday, October 17, and is scheduled to begin at 10 A. M. The Sale 
Director, E. M. Hastings, Pulaski, N. Y., states that it will be necessary to 
start the sale early in order to avoid running late in the afternoon. With an 
hour out for lunch (which is to be served at the farm) it is expected that the 
one hundred or more animals to be put through the ring will be sold by four 
o’clock which will mean an average of about three minutes per animal. 

The Edinboro Lake Herd has acquired a national reputation not only on 
account of the size of the establishment and the character of its foundation 
lines of breeding, but also on account of the performance of its members in 
both short and long tests. Seven-day butter records up to nearly 30 Ibs., and 
year’s milk records around 20,000 lbs,. indicate a high standard of producing 
ability for Edinboro Lake Holsteins. The Ormsby strain comprising the orig- 
inal foundation has been strengthened by further Ormsby line-breeding, but 
other prominent lines have been introduced by means of a succession of 
notable sires, and the herd as now constituted is strong in King Segis and Bir 
Veeman Hengerveld breeding.

Some remarkably fine records have 
been turned out at the Middleton 
Farm, Black River, N. Y., according 
to J. T. Perry, herdsman who has 
personally milked and fed nearly all 
the thirty-six record makers from this 
herd for the past year.

Of course 
a farmer must make a business suc- 
cess of his farming or he can’t make 
his farm the home it ought to be, but 
it seems to me in the tendency to 
commercialize every farming enter- 
prise we are in danger of losing some- 
thing that is vital. For one thing, in- 
tense specialization is the opposite of 
diversification, and I must confess to 
a very strong predisposition in favor 
of diversified agriculture. In my opin- 
ion, the farm should be regarded 
primarily as a home, and the best 
farm homes will be found where diver- 
sified agriculture is practiced.”—
